In further contrast, the House voted an anti- 
riot bill which many congressmen consider un- 
constitutional and which will do nothing to stop 
the basic cause of the race riots, 


In view of the above, there is little chance 
of a Marshall Plan for America to bring better 
housing, new schools, better teachers and job 
training to the big cities. And probably there 
will be no chance as long as Negro demands are 
made at the point of the brick, the sniper's bul- 
let, and the Molotov cocktail. 


However, what the white rural Congress 
must realize is that people who have nothing to 
lose aren't scared of anything. So they?ll con- 
tinue fighting and rioting and brick-throwing un- 
til they've got something to lose. 


Vice President Humphrey, who is LBJ's 
trouble-shooter on race relations, has been re- 
minding Negro leaders that the Irish, the Jews, 
the Italians and quite recently the Cubans mi- 
grated to this country and pulled themselves up 
to being leaders of the community without gov- 
emment grants; therefore, Negroes should do 
the same.
